WiUph'i Talk to Mexican Editors. 


' 
It was an excellent talk lhat'R'|i§pnt;.AViison gave to the 


Mexican editors in-Washington a!ftodays; ago. -He realized 
that in addressing- these editors he.was addressing the people 
of-Mexico, and, "iii a certain sense, the people of the world.' 
What he said will be'read in all parts of the world nnd the ciir.- 
ferent nations will have a clearer idea of what the United 
States stands for in its relations to them all. 


As of special interest lo Mexico and Central and South 


America the president touched upon the Monroe.doctrme.arid 
his proposal, made some time ago, for a sort of Pan-American 
agreement, lie' said the Monroe doctrine was established'by 
this nation alone \vithpnf asking any questions of its neigh- 
bors to the south;, that the United States practically assumed 
the relationship of a big brother without asking the southern 
republics whether they-wanted'.it to or not. This step guar- 
anteed those.republics against interference from foreign na- 
tions' but fhefe was no formal guaranty against interference 
and never will be, but .'the president thought'a., formal; agree- 
ment might strengthen the bonds between this nation and the 
southern repiiblics and relieve the people of the latter from 
any suspicion' that might arise in the minds of those peoples 
or be implanted there by an unfriendly power. What he wasj 
driving'at when he said this needs no interpretation, particu- 
larly.with reference to Mexico. 
' 


The preside'nt'looks to this kind of agreement to govern the 


future relations of the world.' "The whole' family of nations, 
he said, "will have to guarantee to each nation that no nation 
shall violate its political independence or its territorial integ- 
rity. That is the basis—the only conceivable basis—for the 
future peace of the .world." 
'

The expression of these sentiments .was most timely and 


appropriate. The.president .wished to impress upon his hear- 
ers that the United States is not in this war for any selfish pur- 
pose but lo help place the world on a permanent peace basis 
through mutual understanding, good will and respect for the 
rights of all.

The address was heard by the Mexican editors with pro- 


found interest and has since been published throughout Mex- 
ico where it should nol fail to make a deep impression upon 
the people. 
It was designed lo show thai (lie United Sta es 


sla.nds for peace and order among all the nations of the.earlh, 
and unalterably'opposed lo world^doiriiualion ' froni_;.: any 
source. .Against this menace it is now fightjng, and wlipn the 
struggle ends in the complete overthrow of the doctrine of rule 
by divine right it will stand first and foremost in line for uni- 
versal peace, liberty and justice based on Ihe common recogni- 
tion of the common rights of all nations.
